3. Between 450,000 and 550,000 
people attend the festival each 
year. With some minor fundrais- 
ing exceptions, all events are free 
to attend. 

4. The festival was recognized 
by the American Bus Association 
as one of the top 100 events in 
North America for 2002. 

5. Sixty local not-for-profit orga- 
nizations benefit directly from the 
activities of Edmonton Klondike 
Days Association and the festival 
itself. 

6. This year, 45 local restaurants 
will participate in A Taste of 
Edmonton (Yes! That is a part of 
the Festival During Klondike 
Days!). This is recognized as being 
one of the premier Food and 
Beverage festivals in North 
America. 

7. During the festival, 9 “mini” 
festivals of music and breakfasts 
and local activities are produced 
in different locations of the city. 
These are for the benefit of people 
who are not comfortable travel- 
ling to the downtown area and are 
attended by 15,000 people each 
year 

8. During Klondike Days, the 
association produces a touring 
Klondike Revue that performs 
approximately 35 shows (in 10 
days) to seniors and shut-ins. 

9. On a year-round basis, the 
association arranges an upbeat 

Klondike entertainment show 
made up of local entertainers to 
perform at visiting conventions 
that have chosen to utilize the 
Klondike theme for an evening 

10. The festival includes a num- 
ber of events and activities such as 
strolling entertainers and Fun 
Tubs for the entertainment of 
those who work and live in the 
downtown core.

The Canadian Automobile 
Association was founded nearly 
90 years ago by Dr. Perry E. 
Doolittle, one of the country’s 
first motorists. Dr. Doolittle 
(a.k.a. “Canada’s King of the 
Road”), according to CAA, “had 
the vision to see the ever-expand- 
ing role the motor car would play 
in Canadian life” and as such he 
started the club to champion the 
rights of the horseless carriage. 
From the get-go, the CAA’s pri- 
mary function was to lobby the 
government for new and better 
roads. 

Here in Alberta, the founding of 
the AMA in 1926 also began with 
a drive to build more roadways. 
Like its affiliate organizations the 
CAA and the U.S. AAA, the AMA 
uses the dues from its 600,000 
cardholders to encourage the 
spreading of asphalt, 4 pursuit it 
engages in on behalf its members 

But, as John Bennett of the 
Sierra Club points out, members 
are not consulted in the process 





and are often totally unaware of 
what is perpetrated in their name. 

“People join CAA in order to 
receive roadside assistance or 
travel benefits, not to seek an 
advocate counter to environmen- 
tal issues,” explains Bennett, 


director of atmosphere and energy 


for the Sierra Club. “The CAA 
mandate is not clearly stated to its 
members.” 

In the U.S., the AMA has a cen- 
tury-long history of anti-environ- 
mental policies like, in 1999, 
opposing rules that required 
cleaner-burning 


exhaust systems 
for cars, trucks and SUVs and 
fighting against the strengthening 
of the Clean Air Act in 1990. 
In our country, the CAA is not 
considered the powerful anti- 


environmental lobby (they are far 
outdone by the oil lobbyists) but 
they are involved in making pro- 
posals to the feds and, according 
to Bennett, they do have an 
impact. 

Last year, in a pre-budget con- 
sultation brief to the federal gov- 
ernment, the CAA outlined its rec- 
ommended financial priorities. At 
the top of its wish list was — you 
guessed it — more roads. 

The problem with 


roads is _ eae 













that they pro- 
mote driving, urban sprawl 
and air pollution. Moreover, the 
“Build more roads” solution to 
traffic woes has been disproven 
over and over again by traffic spe- 
cialists. 

“They continually lobby for 
expanding roads from the mistak- 


en viewpoint that more roads will 
mean less traffic and less travel 
time,” says Bennett. “But studies 
show that building bigger roads 
only attracts more cars 

“The only way to reduce traffic 
is to reduce the number of cars on 
the road.” 

And the only way to do that is 
to improve public transportation. 
But public transportation, thanks 
to the efforts of the CAA and oil 

companies, Is not a priority In 
\ fact, it isn’t even on the agenda. 

\ “Canada is the only OECD 
[Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and 
Development] country whose 
\ federal government doesn’t 
\ fund public transportation 
\ nowes Bennett 
| Although most provincial 
\ governments do provide 
funds for public trans- 
. \ portation that funding is 
\ increasingly being cut 
back. And in the case of 
\ Ontario, it is non-exis- 


tent 
\ The vast majority of 

Canadians, according to 
Bennett, support activi- 
ties to protect the envi- 
ronment. If the CAA wants 
to represent its members and truly 
be their roadside saviour, it 
should be lobbying for public 
transportation, not more roads. 
Says Bennett, “They should pro- 
vide effective support for public 
transportation, if only to reduce 
traffic to make it easier for their 
members to drive.”

SCRAP WHATEVER PLANS YOU HAD 
tonight — unless you were 
already planning to go see one of 
the most influential electronic 
artists of our time, who just hap- 
pens to be in our city. The walls of 
Lush/The Rev will do their best to 
contain a pioneering artist by the 
name of Goldie. 

For over a decade, Goldie has 
been making music that demands 
you listen to it. His name is a key 
to his diverse background in 
music. It’s a shortened version of 
Goldielocks, his official moniker 
during his Rastafarian stage, and 
it may also reference his gold 
teeth. In his autobiography he 
points to influences from punk, 
reggae, rock and pop with hip- 
hop, which really gave him his 
sense of direction. Growing up in 
England, the explosion of hip-hop 
allowed him for the first time to 
really unleash and express the 
artist inside. He became a B-Boy 
to the core. Hardcore. 

His big claim to fame in the ‘80s 
was being noted as‘one of the 
UK's leading graffiti artists, pop- 
ping up in Afrika Bambaatta’s fea- 
ture film Bombing. After a stint liv- 
ing in the States, showcasing his 
spray-can talents and selling 
engraved gold teeth (I’m not mak- 
ing that up!) he moved back to 
London where a new hybrid 
sound was storming the under- 
ground. Goldie decided it was 
time to step up to the plate and 
become part of the hardcore 
movement. He put out his first EP 
in 1992. 

Kellermuffin was a mild hit. His 
next work grew darker. At the 
time, the world was in a recession. 

Goldie felt the darkness was a true 
mirror of the mood on the streets. 
Terminator cut the cloth for the 


future of hardcore music. In 
Terminator, Goldie was the first to 
use time-stretching — taking a 
vocal sample and stretching it 
over any speed without affecting 
the pitch. But it was his 1994 
release, Timeless, under his alias 
Metalheadz, that put the music 
world on its ear and Goldie in the 
history books. He became the first 
dnb artist to sign with a major 
label (London Records). Goldie 
calls Timeless the “ultimate state- 
ment of drum ‘n’ bass’s technical 
sophistication and manipulation.” 
It landed at an unprecedented 
number seven on the charts. 
Timeless is 22 minutes long and 
deals with the concept of time and 
the struggle for survival in the 
inner city. 

Even people who haven't heard 
of Goldie and his groundbreaking 
music have most likely seen him. 
He’s graced the silver screen as a 
bad guy in the James Bond flick 
The World is Not Enough and in 
Guy Ritchie's Snatch as Lincoln. 

Goldie is currently working on 
his next album, Sonic Terrorism, 
that plans to touch back on his 
older experimental stuff. He’s 
mating up with Jamie Matrix and 
J Majik. 

But it’s the present we have to 
focus on. Go to Lush/The Rev 
tonight (10030-102 St.) and catch a 
master at work — a man and his 
music that have affected what you 
listen to in ways you may never 
even know. 

He’s bringing a few friends 
along that are worth seeing, too. 
The Metalheadz World Tour 
includes Doc Scott and MC Rage, 
both from the UK. 

Tickets for the Subterranean 
Sound Presentation are $25 in 
advance, and are available at 
Blackbyrd, Freecloud, Listen, 
Foosh, The Rev, Colourblind and 
DV-8. It’s $30 at the door.

BEING INSPIRED IS ONE THING, 
but when you aspire to inspire 
others to follow their dreams, 
that's special. When Ember Swift 
decided to make music her life, 
she also took on the task of pass- 
ing on what she learned. 

“A lot of artists think it’s too big 
a task and so they wait around for 
somebody to do it for them. We 
try and spread the word that you 
can do it yourself. That’s exactly 
what we want, for more music to 
get out there — that’s the point, to 
get out the good music.” 

The “we” in that last paragraph 
refers to her three employees and 
the large number of volunteers 
who are a part of her record com- 
pany, Few’ll Ignite Sound, that 
she created some seven years ago. 
since then she’s shown others 
what's needed in order to suc- 
ceed. The label has become a 
‘esource centre to the masses. 
There’s one important lesson in 
particular she feels is important. 

“People forget to have a g 
time, forget to laugh. When you're 
running a business you really 
have to schedule time to not run 
the business, to go songwrite, to 
80 sit in the park and play your 
sular. Sometimes people take the 
“areer too seriously, and some- 


i enough, just don’t realize 
that they cando alot moreto 
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times people don’t take it serious- wells 


still be waiting. I had no choice 
but to set up a record label, and 
do the DIY.” 

The advantage she feels that her 
corner of the music industry pos- 
sesses is its worth and uniqueness. 

“There's ethics and integrity 
really woven into what we’re 
doing, there’s several political 
messages, and there’s art. What a 
great combination of things — 
we're not selling pencils, you 
know.” 

Swift’s music is a mosaic of vari- 
ous shades and colours that she 
again presents on her seventh 
album, Stilt Walking. She borrows 
from a variety of genres, which 
has got to be a challenge for any 
record store rackjobber to find a 
niche for her. 


~__.. “I'm just open to lots of differ- 
ent music, I feel resistant to being 


a single-style musician. I think it’s 


‘really important to cross bound- 
aries stylistically. It’s developing 


into a musical world that doesn’t 
fit into the record store, which is 
great. The record stores should 
stop subdividing in terms of style 
and should just start listing the 
artists — we're all different. More

ONE OF THE MOST WELL-RESPECTED 
and influential groups in today’s 
post-punk landscape is 
Gainesville, Florida’s Hot Water 
Music. Over a decade of touring, 
six full-length albums, and a con- 
stantly evolving style of honest, 
emotive, and sincere music have 
given HWM a reputation as a 
band that fans want to call their 
own. 

“Any band can be that way, it’s 
just up to the band,” offers bassist 
Jason Black from a Warped Tour 
day off in sunny Los Angeles. 
“Realizing that you're no different 
than the people that listen to your 
band makes all the difference in 
the world. The kid that you’re 
making fun of who came to your 
show could go out and start a 
band twice as good as yours.” 

Black’s level-playing-field atti- 
tude comes from the band’s hard- 
core punk background. Days of 
playing with rabid fans standing 
two inches away, screaming along 
to every word, may be over, but 
the band still tries to bridge the 
gap between the stage and the pit. 

“We try to make a connection 
with the crowd over the barricade 
or what have you,” Black says 
knowing that Warped Tours and 
Bad Religion shows have been a 































whole new dynamic. “It’s definite- 
ly not the easiest thing in the 
world, and we are still trying to 
adjust, but it can be done.” 

No matter how far away you 
may be from the stage, Hot Water 
Music pulls you in. Songs about 
personal conflict and social dissat- 
isfaction give voice to the legions 
of listeners who crave music that 
leaves you with something more 
than a catchy hook stuck in your 
head. 

“It's usually the same deal,” 
Black says lightheartedly, aware 
of the band’s serious image. “A 
bunch of bad shit happens to us, 
and we write some songs about it. 
Sometimes a little bit of good shit 
will work itself into our songs, but 
it’s just not as much fun to write 
about.”

So maybe it’s not as glamorous 
as we'd like to think, but that 
doesn’t mean Default isn’t having 
a good time these days. Currently 
headlining their first U.S. tour, 
Default have just reached plat- 
inum status in Canada and gold in 
the U.S., putting them well on 
their way to hotel-trashing status. 

“Yeah things are going really 
well down here. There’s a few 
places where we haven't played 
where the crowds are a bit small- 
er, but theéve’s been quite a few 
sellout shows,” recalls Hora. 
“We've been doing some dates 
with Jerry Cantrell, Tommy 
Lee,and Nickelback, which has 
been really fun.” 

Not bad for a band whose line- 
up has only been together a cou- 
ple of years and who inked a big 
record deal with just a handful of 
live appearances under their belts. 
One must wonder where these 
“road dogs” are getting their 
chops. 

“When you're with these people 
24/7, you almost start to know 
when someone is going to take a 
breath or sneeze. Things just 
become second nature, where you 
can almost shut your brain off 
sometimes and still do it,” say 
Hora jokingly. 

Hora promises to have his brain 
turned on, as well as his guitar 
amplifier, when Default rolls 
through Camrose on July 14 as 
part of the Stage 13 Canadian rock 
extravaganza.

IF FREUD HAD BEEN AROUND 
to experience rock and roll, you 
can bet your flying V he would’ve 
had more than a few things to say 
about the worship of the six-string 
phallus. Sex and rock music w ill 
always go hand in hand like 
AC/DC and obvious metaphors 
What the hell would groupies do 
if it were any different? 

And if there’s a difference 
between sexy rock and roll and 
smutty rock n’ roll, Calgary’ s Red 
Hot Lovers are all about the latter. 
They play that boozy, blue- collar, 
riff rock that Edmonton’s Les 

Tabernacles have plied so success- 
fully. The Lovers call it “brown 
metal.” 

“Black metal is the evilest, the 
lowest of lowest scum-rock,” 
explains guitarist Randy 
Romance. “I guess we're just a lit- 
tle bit above that somehow. We 

can’t play that black metal shit, so 
we can only get as dark as dark 
brown.” 

Like Les Tabs, they alse take 
stage names Joining Romance is 
Danny Danger on vocals, Kevin 
the Kid on guitar, Charlie Horse 
on bass, and Minty Delicious on 





drums. And although the 
I abe srnacles have the “panty can- 
non” stage prop as proof of high- 
spirited sexual excess, the Lovers 
boast monkey-mask porn. 

Granted, to date there’s only a 
single snapshot of a bare-chested 
woman in a gorilla mask on their 
website, but they’ve extended the 
invitation to other aspiring mod- 
els and even plan to incorporate 
the idea into their stage show. 

The idea was born of standard 
rock ‘n roll debauchery. 

“That was just a silly, drunken, 
hilarious thing that Dan came up 
with a while back, and he con- 
vinced some girl to put a monkey 
mask on and take a picture. All of 
a sudden it explodes into monkey- 
mask lingerie shows and photo 
collages, and it just doesn’t make 
any sense but that’s our humour. 
You can hear it in our lyrics and 
that’s the way we are.” 

For their upcoming Calgary 
show, they’ve lined up three 
women to pare ade arou nd in noth- 
ing but underwear and gorilla 
masks. “We had 10, but they keep 
dropping out for some reason,” he 
laughs 

Like the rough and snarly Les 
Tab boys, who once referred to 
themselves to the ugliest band 
after Motorhead, the Lovers play 
up the misogynist rocker stereo- 
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type while simultaneously under- 
mining it with self-deprecation. 

“The whole thing that we're 
‘red hot lovers’ but we’re long- 
haired, tight-jeaned dirtbags is 
kinda humorous in itself,” is how 
Romance puts it. Their bio at new- 
musiccanada.com lists AC/DC as 
as a huge influence. 

“It’s really hard to not fall in 
love with that kind of music — it’s 
jumpin, pumpin’ rock and roll,” 
says Romance of their number- 
two influence. 

Not surprisingly, he feels the 

“pumpin” part actually defines 
authentic rock. 

“They go hand in hand. It’s nec- 
essary because the sweater [rock] 
just doesn’t cut it — there’s no 
mystery. You see these guys 
onstage and they‘re rockin’ and 
what are they like in bed? I heard 
from a few girls that when they 
watch a band they think that the 
way a guy plays his instrument is 
the way he fucks.” 

Suddenly, AC/DC makes sense. 
So does the desire for “brown 
metal” bands to take what 
AC/DC started and make it more 
nasty, more primal. When the Red 
Hot Lovers come to town to pro- 
mote their first full-length album, 
Randy Romance promises it will 
be with the purest rock’ n roll 
recklessness they can muster. 

“You're gonna get insulted, you 
might get spat on, sweated on, 
bled on. Whatever happens, hap- 
pens. We just move too fast, we 
don’t care. 

“We're all big Bon Scott fans 
and that guy lived in excess and 
he was a hero.”

“WE REALLY WANTED TO GET 
every type of electronic music rep- 
resented that we could,” explains 
event organizer and performer 
Alex Murdoch of his Exe. 
Electronic Music Festival this 
weekend. “Instead of just catering 
to the rave crowd, we've got 
experimental jungle /dtum ‘n’ 
bass, some hip-hop, house and 
ambient music, and even an elec- 
tro-punk and industrial band.” 

And that's not all. Multi-media 
will abounds. It’s a pretty tall 
order for a first-time event, and 
Murdoch is not unaware of the 
pitfalls inherent in such an under- 
taking. 

“It's a big risk we're taking here. 
We've got a lot of money on the 
line to get it going. But we've got 
some higher-profile artists play- 
ing, like Sparks, who’s on the 
N5MD label.” 

Murdoch has been dabbling in 
electronic music for a while, and 
notes the progress it's made into 
the popular musical culture. 

“My friend Josh and I put on a 
show playing as Try Square; it 
was, I think, one of the earlier 
experimental electronic shows 
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played in Edmonton. We played 
with an emo band at Listen, and it 
actually went over surprisingly 
well. That’s when we decided that 
we wanted to do this festival.” 

The musician is also convinced 
that electronica’s appeal is spread 
out among music listeners, with 
no fixed type of listener. 

“| know that there are a lot of 
people into this kind of music, 
because it does come to 
Edmonton, and it does sell. That 
means that there has to be a 
crowd. I think that maybe people 
might have this pessimistic idea 
that there isn’t a scene, and we're 
trying to start one.”

IT’S A HOT SATURDAY AFTERNOON 
in Calgary, and guitarist / vocalist 
Rubber Duck, Truck Drivin’ 
Farmboy allows himself the plea- 
sure of a couple of cold ones while 
explaining the philosophy behind 
Agriculture Club. 


“This band is about fun first; it’s 
about being entertainers, because | 
think that that was something that 
just seemed lacking in bands,” he 
declares.

And the drunker they are, the 
more likely. We'll do a punked-up 
cover of The Gambler or Take This 
Job and Shove It and the crowd will 
recognize the words and they'll 
get in there and dance to it.” 

The band have managed to dis- 
till their high octane 
country / punk vision into 
Farmageddon, a 14-song CD that 
sounds pretty much like a forced 
union of some of Red Sovine, 
Waylon Jennings, Iron Maiden, 
AC/DC and the Dwarves. 

“I’ve played in a lot of hard rock 
bands where it’s all sweaty guys, 
and those were the kinds of bands 
l used to go see,” notes the Truck 
Drivin’ Farmboy.

THE FIRST TIME | INTERVIEWED 


Blair Piggott, over a year ago, he 

hugged me and then insisted my 

girlfriend looked like a boy. Since 
then, his band the Doukobohrs 
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collapsed and he formed his new 
band, Metallica. I was apprehen- 
sive about another interview. 

First things first: these guys are 
no metal band; they play refresh- 
ingly raw punk rock ‘n roll. They 
know they can’t call themselves 
Metallica, and that’s exactly why 
they did. But Piggott didn’t show 
up for the interview looking to 
talk about the name; he wanted to 
dive into what makes him tick. 

“It's spiritually uplifting. I feel a 
connection with the people at our 
shows, and I do it because | feel 
like that life is gonna end really 
soon,” says Piggott, who plays 
bass and sings. “If 1 don’t do it 
now then one of these guys might 
die soon. We may die in the car on 
the way home.” 

When he gets this feeling, 
there’s no stopping him, even if 
there aren't any shows booked. 
His band once played-a guerrilla 
show inside the Students Union 
Building. “The time was right — 
we had to play during midterm 
week,” he says. 

Their drummer, Doc Malcolm, 
played his first Metallica show 
behind a 7-11 until the police 
chased them away. Malcolm 
describes these blitzes as 
“Showing up somewhere, setting 
up your gear, and playing for peo- 
ple who don’t wanna hear you 
play.” 

Piggott has two reasons for their 
guerrilla rock attacks. “First, it’s a 
spiritual thing — channeling ener- 
gy and changing our lives. And 
second of all it’s revenge. It’s a 
means of getting revenge against 
the people who judge us.” 

“It’s also a huge adrenaline 
rush,” adds Malcolm. 

Malcolm and guitarist Pat 
Palardi are in it for the fun, but 
Piggott has serious spiritual moti- 
vation. Born and raised Mormon, 
he comes to all his shows dressed 
as a missionary. 

But the only gospel Piggott is 
preaching is of rock ‘n roll. And, 
with a high-energy act that gets 
the audience involved, he’s won 
many converts. “We came togeth- 
er as three,” Piggott says, “but 
we're creating more than three 
people can create.”

Dynatones highlight Zinn’s versatility 


IN THE THREE PIT PS RUSTY ZINN 
has made here in the past couple 
of years, the bluesman has not 
only wowed us with his instru- 
mental prowess but kept our 
undivided attention by serving up 
his music with different twists 
every time out. 

The California-based guitarist 
blew hot at the Convention Centre 
as the opener for Shemekia 
Copeland when he fronted a trio 
pushed by Hammond organ and 
drums. 

Last summer Zinn was front 
and centre at the Labatt Blues 
Festival, playing a featured set 
one afternoon and backing leg- 
ends Pinetop Perkins and Hubert 
Sumlin in another closer. 

One summer later, Zinn has 
found his way to Blues On Whyte 
for a six-night stand that puts him 
up front in a collaborative effort 
with another Bay Area band 
called The Dynatones. 

This time it’s more of a blues- 
meets-soul mix and the experi- 
ment is definitely working. 

“The thing is that the last couple 
of times you saw me, I was ina 
transition period,” began Zinn, a 
disciple of the late, great Luther 
fucker, between sets earlier this 

k. 

/ band was breaking up and 
| wasn’t sure which way I was 
heading. The idea of me working 

ith the Dynatones had been 

around for some time, but 

of halfheartedly because we 
both had other commitments. 

This is,a band that has been 
together for quite some time and 
the guys have really established 
themselves on the northern 
California circuit. The time was 
tinally right and I had a bunch of 
gigs booked and the Dynatones 
had some downtime so we got 
together,” continued Zinn, who 
has not only recorded for Blacktop 
and Alligator but toured and 
recorded with a stellar version of 
Kim Wilson’s Blues All-stars. 

Compatibility is obvious from 
just hearing a couple of tunes and 









the combination also gives Zinn 
more room to move as a front- 
man. For a man whose reputation 
has been built around his robust 
and fluid guitar-playing and 
beautifully constructed solos, this 
setting puts the spotlight else- 


-where from time to time. 


Over the course of the night 
Zinn sets his axe, a fire-engine-red 
Gibson 355, on its stand, steps to 
the front of the stage and launche 
into soul-dipped covers and oris 
nals, more than credibly capturing, 
the necessary emotion and 
nuances as a vocalist. 

“I guess | think that, as a gui- 
tarist, one of my major strengt 
as an accompanist. I don’t want to 
play the blues guitar hero role,” 
insisted Zinn who, when he did 
dig into his instrumental trick bag, 
put a stamp on solos and fills that 
gave hints of heroes like Tucker, 
B.B. King and Otis Rush. 

One of his foils in this show, 
which runs through Saturday 
night, is veteran tenor sax player 
Carl Green, who has played and 
cut albums with everyone from 
Sonny Rhodes to Jimmy 
McCracklin in his many years in 
the biz. 

Green’s smoky and smooth 
sound cuts across ballads and 
uptempo finger-snappin’ soul-stir- 
rers alike and Zinn has nothing 
but praise and admiration for the 
horn player whose tone and 
phrasing are based on the classic 
sounds of the ‘50s. 

“1 think we've got something 
here and the response from the 
public on this tour has been very 
strong. Hopefully we can keep it 
together — it’s.a bigger overhead 
with six guys so we'll see — but | 
think this would make a great fes- 
tival act,” said Zinn before getting 
ready for another set. 

Just in case it doesn’t fly perma- 
nently, make sure you catch Rusty 
Zinn and the Dynatones this 
week. The band plays three sets a 
night at Blues On Whyte through 
Saturday.

Flaming Youth 


Veteran rock weirdoes flout 
post-fifth-album jinx 


SIMPLY STATED, THERE ARE RULES 
about the lifespans of rock bands, 
and rule number one is, no band 
is truly worth it beyond their fifth 
album. After that, they start 
repeating themselves. Almost 
immediately, the not-so-great 
ones start putting out the same 
album again and again, while the 
more clever ones are able to at, 
least drag themselves through 
repeating album cycles where 
they cop different Styles from 
record to record, “reinventing 
themselves,” like U2, 

There are two exceptions to this 
rule: the Flaming Lips and Sonic 
Youth. They are the exceptions 
that prove the rule, as the saying 
goes. How is itthat these bands 
get to be such an exception? It is 
because each has recently released 
an album that is more than their 
fifth, and over the course of their 
career trajectories, they have fol- 
lowed paths that people have 
come to identify as “Flaming 
Lips” or “Sonic Youth.” They 


have always played what's in 
their hearts, while also making 
sure to use their heads. 

And while playing what's in 
their hearts hasn’t exactly scored 
them number one albums and 
millions of dollars, using their 
heads has allowed for reasonably 
peaceful, creative existences on 
major-label rosters. 

The Flaming Lips have a ; 
Flaming; Lips-ness to their music = 
that has survived to this day;the 
day that Warner Music has ~~ 
deemed acceptable for the appear- 
ance of written reviews of their 
new album, Yoshimi vs. The Pink 
Robots. Their Flaming Lips-ness 
encompasses a broad range of 
possibilities, from heartfelt bal- 
ladry spiked with druggy echoes 
to showtunes and guitar freakouts 
occupying the same space, from 
perfect turns of phrase to fever 
dream scribblings. Every album 
has built on the things they’ ve fig- 
ured out earlier; sound is their 
medium and it’s something 


they've worked at and experi- 
mented with for years now. 

Yoshimi is loosely based on lots 
of stuff, including all the Japanese 
women the Lips know named 
Yoshimi. And robots. It started 
out as completely computer-gen- 
erated and still sounds that way 
now, though it doesn’t sound elec- 
tronic, per se. It just sort of sounds 
like... the Flaming Lips, meaning 
it’s echoey and fuzzy around the 
edges and contains four-and-a- 
half-minute songs that take you 
for gallops around the universe. 
And it’s really fantastically good 
to listen to when you're high. 

Likewise Sonic Youth and their 
Sonic Youth-ness. Murray Street 
(DGC), which is groovy like 
Marquee Moon, is named for the 
location of the studio where they 
recorded it, beginning August 11, 
2001, with a hiatus shortly there- 
after while a jet engine was 
removed from the street in front. 
You may already have a favourite 
Sonic Youth album, and if you've 
got any smarts it’s Daydream 
Nation, but this Sonic Youth-ness 
of theirs means that for every sin- 
gle one of their records, even if 
you've got a good idea about 
what they're going to do, you find 
that it’s worth it to listen in and 
hear exactly how they do it. They 
have a particular way about them 
that discourages ambivalence: 
strange noises, chords, song struc- 
tures. Ambiguous, personal lyrics 
that leave themselves open for 
interpretation, not unlike the way 
art dges. 

Méiray Street fits in there some- 
wher, of course, probably among 
the better albums due to the addi- 
tion of multi-instrumentalist and 
master of chaos Jim O’Rourke. 


“With his own feedback experi- 


ments and clang and clatter, 
O'Rourke is a true kindred spirit. 
Sonic Youth sounds more ener- 
getic and focused, even on the 11- 
minute epics like Lee Ranaldo’s 
Karen Revisited. 

The point is, even if the things 
they tried were complete failures 
(and that hasn’t happened yet 
with FL or SY), no band is wrong 
to keep trying to be interesting. In 
these two cases, it’s what makes 
them exceptional.

Mo Wax RECorDS 

Josh Davis (a.k.a. DJ Shadow) 
was only 23 when he dropped a 
musical bomb on the world. 
Twelve inches of wax shaped ina 
circular form fell from the sky in 
1996, and destroyed the lives of 
millions of DJs and turntablists. 
Even the laity would never recov- 
er from the assault. Considered by 
many as nothing short of a mas- 
terpiece, Endtroducing will finally 
become a memory.

EVEN IF MICHAEL MYERS, THE 
masked murderer at the bloody, 
eviscerated heart of seven — 
Halloween films, has little socially 
redeeming value — addicted as he 
is to hacking up teenagers — the 
latest instalment of his saga can be 
endorsed, if on no other grounds, 
because it appears to made com- 
pletely out of recycled materials. 

But Halloween; Resurrection isn’t 
like those cheeky Scream films that 
play upon the overdone clichés of 
the slasher genre, nor is it cheekily 
aware of its redundancy and pre- 
posterousness as was the case 
with Jason X, the tenth Friday the 
13th movie recently foisted on the 
carnage-buying public. No, 
Halloween: Resurrection has aban- 
doned those pretenses and gotten 
back to basics: setting is estab- 
lished, characters are hastily 
sketched, then a big bastard with 
a mask and a knife comes and 
kills as many of them as he can 
before he meets his own demise, 
however temporarily. 

What makes Halloween: 
Resurrection so mind-numbingly 
bad is that it doesn’t even rehash 
its tired plot and. paper-thin char- 
acters with much wit or convic- 
tion. Fright effects are accom- 
plished by turning up the sound- 


track real loud, but if you haven't 
tired of suspense predicated on 
waiting for someone to have their 
throat slashed, you will about 20 
minutes in, after Resurrection fails 
to provide you with characters or 
a coherent plot. 

It doesn’t even seem to have a 
protagonist. Arguments could be 
made that it’s Sara (Bianca 
Kajlich), a co-ed who wins a spot 
on Dangertainment, a reality web- 
cast which follows a group of col- 
lege kids as they spend a night in 
the old Myers place, the site of 
Michael's earliest homicides. It 
appears Sara has some kind of 
hypersensitivity to the bad vibes 
at the Chateau Myers, but this is 
never explained or explored and 
Sara’s character remains as remote 
and unbelievable as the rest of the 
cast. Maybe the protagonist is 
Freddie (Busta Rhymes, ridicu- 
lously bad), the slick entrepreneur 
behind Dangertainment who sud- 
denly becomes altruistic in the 
face of trouble. The protagonist 
definitely isn’t Laurie Strode 
(Jamie Lee Curtis), who is includ- 
ed in the film’s opening moments 
as part of an elaborate celebrity 
bait-and-switch. In the absence of 
sympathetic characters, perhaps 
it’s easiest to award the title of 
protagonist to Michael Myers, 
who at least knows what he 
doesn’t like — hornyy.arrogant, 
pot-smokin’ college kids. = 

But even Mike seems.a little 
tired of all the slaughter, so per-

Because slasher 
movies aren't really about sus- 
pense or surprise, they’re about 
creative ways of killing people 
Michael Myers, however, is a 
dyed-in-wool butcher-knife man, 
which is a pretty monotonous 
modus operandi in the realm of 
splatter movies. 

But if the people behind the 
Halloween franchise were con 
cerned about monotony, they 
would have stopped somewhere 
around Halloween 4. Resurrection is 
so redundant, you might even 


find yourself asking what's so 
entertaining about watching 
young people being stabbed to 
death and that kind of reflective 
thought is anathema to violence- 
based entertainment. Your local 
videostore’s shelves are bulging,

The big taboo 


L.LE. avoids sordid shocks in depicting 
forbidden — and creepy — relationship

A BASIC SKETCH OF L.J.E. 
seemingly puts it ina league with 
the recent spate of taboo-exploit- 
ing films. Precocious and bored 
suburban teenager Howie takes 
up with seductive, pretty-boy 
thug Gary, skips school and com- 
mits casual run-through burglar- 
ies on local properties. After a 
botched robbery, Howie is tracked 
down by tough but affable Big 
John, who threatens and then 
propositions the lad. Seems Big 
John likes to pick up adolescent 
boys. At this point Howie hardly 
needs Big John to make his life 
shit — his mother has been killed 
on the titular Long Island 
Expressway, his father is a jerk — 
and the teen’s troubled situation 
and clever sensitivity end up 
working on John in curious ways. 

The scenario is not unlike that of 
Barbet Schroeder's recent Our 
Lady of the Assassins, in which an 
older writer returns to his home- 
town in Colombia, takes up with a 
sweet-eyed street punk, and sur- 
prises himself with the depth of 
feeling his young companion 
inspires. Whereas Schroeder's film 
is ultra-violent and fantastical 
(also self-indulgent and nihilistic), 
L.LE. is contained and naturalistic, 
and, in tune with the ambiguity of 
youth, resists easy assessments. 

Both films are simultaneously 
coy and sexually frank, and while 
the obvious value judgments are 
thankfully put aside, I must say 
that I still need to see some 
acknowledgement of the power 
differentials that make the attrac- 
tion of dirty old man and disad- 
vantaged adolescent a basically 
creepy thing. 

Our Lady of the Assassins seems 
too much as though it’s sponsored 
by NAMBLA (North American 
Man/ Boy Love Association). 
Many would argue that the film is 
excused as national allegory, but 
the giddy, moral-compass-shot-to- 
hell tone now feels tired and 
pointlessly unpleasant — maybe 
this approach would have some 








value if it were still the early ‘90s 


The same must be said for Larry 


Clark's Kids retread, Bully, and 
Todd Solondz’ specious 
Storytelling. Both films apply a 
sordid fetishisation to their char- 
acters’ lack of agency, substituting 
viewer discomfort for ethical com 
plexity. In each case, one feels 
only too aware of the hand of the 
director behind every scene|— 
masturbating. Without the force of 
taboo, these films would be noth- 
ing. 

L.L.E. has a similar investment ii 
touchy subjects, but shock and tit 
illation are not ultimately the 
motivating factors. This treatment 
of compromised relations is sup- 
ported by a knowing approach to 
character: one’s actions do not 
delimit one’s sensibility, though 
often we wish it would. Big John 
is a good guy, though he is also 
without question a creep. How 
much can one mitigate the other? 
And the bewildering state of ado 
lescence, with its surges of power 
and pangs of depletion, is con- 
vincingly rendered in Howie, by 
turns helpless and resourceful. 

L.LE. is not entirely steady, 
however. At times it lapses into 
the tell-tale amateurishness of an 
indie movie. And while the dia- 
logue is usually spot-on in a 
stripped-down, effortless way (th« 
scenes between Howie and Gary 
are wry and find the right cadence 
of boasting, shyness and discov- 
ery), some forced banter is 
cranked out in an anxious bid for 
colourful antics within the extend- 
ed group of teen pals. 

The ending is similarly forced 
and gropes for the kind of reckon- 
ing Pat the more complex world 

of the film has up until then 
eschewed. 

The key performances, though, 
fill in any blanks. Brian Cox, a B-

Wizard of Oz all reappear as part 
of Dzama’s secret vocabulary, 
jumping from one piece to the 
next. All of it is coloured by a deli- 
cate wash in which the browns are 
actually root-beer extract. 

But it’s hard to get the 
Winnipeg artist to talk about the 
meaning of his work. He doesn’t 
exactly know what he’s drawing 
when he does it. 

“T don’t tend to think about 
why-l am drawing because I just 
do. They're just characters that I 
am most drawn to. I carry a 
sketchbook with me everywhere, 
even beside my bed. When an 
idea | like comes up, I like to 
sketch it there first so I can 
remember it,” Dzama told SEE 
from his home in the Peg. 

While the final drawing isn’t 
planned, Dzama is very methodi- 
cal and deliberate about the char- 
acters he uses in his compositions. 
Citing many historical eras at 
once, the appeal of Dzama’s work 
is that it creates a witty sense of 
nostalgia for a time that never 
existed. 

As for the art world success, 
Dzama never planned on it. While 
taking a fine arts degree at the 
University of Manitoba, in 1996 he 
became a founding member of the 
Royal Art Lodge, a five-person art 
collective (which, by the way, is 
included in Dzama’s Latitude 53 
exhibit by way of a goofy video 
installation that features Dzama 
and his friends running around 
with puppets and costumes). 

“The Art Lodge started while 
we were all in art 
school. Whenever we got together 
we just naturally started 
drawing, It was never about want- 
ing to be a part of the contempo- 
rary art world,” says Dzama, “We 
don’t even have a gallery that rep- 
resents us asa 
collective. 


\ 
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Working 
with the 
Art Lodge F = 
was definitely 

a reprieve from 
the rigid monoto- 
ny of school.” 

It wasn’t until Winnipeg 
curator Wayne Baerwaldt picked 
Dzama to be part of the 1997 Los 
Angeles Invitational Biennial, an 
international art exhibition, that 
things really took off. Jim Carrey 
and Nicolas Cage both bought 
pieces from his soldout show, and 
rave reviews followed. Since then 
he’s been selling drawings inter- 
nationally and won awards for his 
illustrations in Saturday Night 
magazine. 

Dzama is excited about putting 
out a book of his illustrations 
through McSweeney's Books. 

“They are a publishing compa- 












ny that I admire and respect a 
lot. They don’t care about things 
like marketing and money. They 
are giving me complete freedom 
with my book,” says Dzama. 

Only recently has Dzama been 
able to make a living off his illus- 
trations, and he’s not interested in 
letting commercial success change ' 
his lifestyle. Instead of immersing 
himself with his exhibitions iv 
New York and London, he seems 
comfortable with the support of a 
small arts community in 
Winnipeg, whether it’s doing 
work with the Art Lodge or for 
the university student paper, The 
Manitoban.

DOING THE HEART GOOD 
By Neil Bissoondath 
Cormorant Books 


328 pp., $34.95 

A SPARK OF REALITY BECAME A 
pivotal moment in Neil 
Bissoondath’s latest novel. 
Bissoondath and his wife woke up 
one St. Jean Baptiste night, roused 
by what they thought was the 
sound of heavy rain. When the 
author got up to shut the win- 
dows, he realized the noise was 
actually coming from a burning 
house across the street. 
Bissoondath watched as a police- 
man led an elderly and obviously 
confused man away from the 
blaze. 

That fire leaps to another house 
in Doing the Heart Good. 

Alistair Mackenzie is a retired 
Concordia University English pro- 
fessor, a War hero and aw idower. 
A blaze obliges the stubbornly 
anglophone Montrealer to live 
with his daughter and her bilin 
gual family. The change of digs 
provokes a reappraisal ot his long 
life and the tumult he has wit- 
nessed throughout most of the 
20th century while living in 
Montreal, including, the some- 
times bitter divisions between 
WASP anglophones and Roman 
Catholic francophones. The 
Montreal of his childhood has 
been dismantled by multilingual 
immigrants, endless.referendums 
and the intrusion into his insular 
world of rambunctious French- 
speaking neighbours. 

Bissoondath was born in 
Trinidad in 1955 — his uncle, also 
from the Caribbean island, is the 
Nobel laureate V.S. Naipaul — 
but travelled to Toronto as a 
teenager and lived there for 16 
years before moving to Quebec. 
He is intimately familiar with the 
sacrifices new arrivals make ina 
foreign culture and with the 





process of accepting assimilation 
or remaining isolated, 
Bissoondath has said before that 
he considers himself a literary 
loner, someone who doesn’t “par- 
ticularly belong anywhere.” 

Eight years ago, he wrote a 
manifesto of sorts, Selling Illusions, 
in which he questioned the validi- 
ty of continuing the promotion of 
and adherence to ethnic origins. 
Needless to say, the book caused 
an uproar in Canadian pro-multi- 
cultural camps and continues to 
be passionately debated. 

So Bissoondath has already 
mined in non-fiction the same 
vein that he explores in Doing the 
Heart Good, which lays bare both 
Mackenzie's difficult transition in 
overcoming his deeply ingrained 
prejudice and his burgeoning 
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acceptance of what is happening 
around him. 

Mackenzie admits he’s not so 
much a bad fellow, rather “one 
whose attention and sympathy are 
most easily stirred by his own 
achievements.” That pride and his 
occasional mean-spiritedness 
make it easy for him to see more 
of the things in his life that “do his 
heart no good.” His “slightly offi- 
cious, slightly didactic” personali- 
ty has spelt out years of frustra- 
tion for his beloved but long-suf- 
fering wife and distanced him 
from his daughter, whom he finds 
disappointing, a “disillusion- 
ment.” Bissoondath’s psychologi- 
cal narrative is leisurely and 
empathetic, perhaps an elegy for a 
way of life that is slowly disap- 
pearing from Montreal culture. 
But he’s not-an apologist for 
Mackenzie; rather, he suggests 
and demonstrates that embracing 
change is not something to be so 
feared and rejected out of hand. 
About halfway through the book, 
Mackenzie realizes the importance 
of repairing his relationship with 
his francophone son-in-law. “I

with contradiction, I saw that we 
are all the time intimate with the 
irreconcilable,” he muses. As 
Mackenzie’s world becomes just a 
little bit larger and inclusive, the 
family divisions he once provoked 
are nudged along a path to possi- 
ble unification. Bissoondath’s and 
ultimately Mackenzie's hope for 
humanity are on fine display.

I DON’T KNOW WHICH MAD 
genius came up with this hot 
appetizer special, but when the 
server at Il Portico recited the 
description, I had no choice but to 
give it a go: two fresh figs, stuffed 
with goat cheese, sprinkled with 
chopped pistachios, wrapped in 
prosciutto, lightly baked and 
served in a pool of raspberry- 
vanilla sauce. At $11, it was a tad 
steep relative to its stomach-filling 
properties, but a dish like this is 
hardly about sustenance. It’s all 
about esthetics, pampering your- 
self and savouring a rare culinary 
experience. And, as I dredged the 
sweet figs, creamy chevre and 
salty prosciutto through the tangy 
sauce, I was at peace with myself. 

This pampered feeling pervades 
a dining-out experience at Il 
Portico which, nonetheless, isn’t 
forbiddingly fancy nor dauntingly 
priced. With pastas in the $12 - 
$16 range and entrees that top out 
at $29, the restaurant offers a 
broad enough range to include 
most people who have a bit of 
change with which to pamper 
themselves. 

This particular trip found us on 
the patio, where my companions 
and I enjoyed a moderately priced

Chilean merlot in the sunshine — 
Il Portico has an extensive wine 
list and a helpful staff to guide 
you through their cellar. For peo- 
ple on a budget, a bottle of wine in 
a restaurant is something of an 
indulgence in itself, but it’s a 
damn sight cheaper than trans- 
porting yourself to a sunny patio 
in Florence and we're here to 
pamper ourselves a bit, remem- 
ber? 

Along with the fresh baked 
bread and dish of olive oil and 
balsamic vinegar laid out for us, 
we shared Caesar salads topped 
with parmesan croutons. It’s nice 
to be served a salad with just the 
right amount of dressing and pris- 
tine lettuce, and II Portico’s ver- 
sion perfectly balances garlic and 
pepper with subtler hints of 
anchovy and capers. 

Along with the aforementioned 
appetizer, the evening’s other spe- 
cials included fresh halibut served 
over saffron risotto, a 12-0z. steak 
served with asparagus and 
mashed potatoes, and carmelized 
salmon over pasta in a balsamic 
reduction flavoured with anise. 
Someone’s imagination was clear- 
ly working overtime in the 
kitchen. 

My friends and I, however, 
adhered to the regular menu and 
went for pasta. They ordered 
smoked chicken fettucine ($15) in 
a wild mushroom cream sauce, 
while I sampled the penne in 
spicy tomato sauce with pancetta

Il Portico 
also offers a pasta selection where, 
for $16.50 a person, you can sam- 
ple any three pastas on their 
menu. 

The word that came to mind 
when the dishes arrived was ‘gen- 
erous’ — even before we started 
eating we all knew we'd be leav- 
ing with doggy bags. My penne 
was toothsome but fiery, with just 
the right amount and dispersion 
of pancetta and mushrooms to 
keep my interest bite after bite. 

Despite the fact that we all took 
about half of the main course 
home, we decided to have a coffee 
and split a piece of tira misu ($6). 
As if we didn’t feel pampered 
enough, our graceful and efficient 
server added a stroke of fussiness 
when he spilled a bit of my 
friend’s latte onto the saucer on 
which he carried it. Disgusted 
with his sloppiness, he swerved 
away from the table and bore it 
off, apologizing that it was “no 
good anyway.” A replacement 
latte appeared forthwith. 

The tira misu proved a perfect 
complement and coup de grace to 
the meal, its tender sponge cake, 
rich marscapone cheese and driz- 
zling of chocolate, coffee cream 
and whipped cream filling the last 
available space in our stomachs. 
As the sun dipped behind an adja- 
cent building, we took our leave 
and retired to another location for 
the evening’s final indulgence, a 
glass of good scotch. 

You certainly can’t eat like this 
every night, but when you find 
yourself with the means, Il Portico 
will do its bit to make you feel like 
you're spoiling yourself.

Pheremones: scent of seduction 
or specious science?

ers in the group.

We were smelling each other at a 
seminar on sex pheromones at the 
annual Conference on Sexuality at 
Guelph University. The leaders of the 
workshop — Tony Manolis (whe 
often adds “Dr.” to his name, for cred

what he's a doctor of) and Marlene 
Wynnyk — were scheduled to tell the 
room of sex educators and therapists 
how male and female pheromones 
can be used to treat menstrual disor- 
ders, anxiety and sexual dysfunction, 
and enhance sexual attraction.

Pheromones, for those yet to be 
seduced by current marketing efforts, 
are chemicals that humans produce 
naturally in sweat and that 
researchers have found have some- 
thing to do with sexual attraction, 

The idea came from moths. Back in 
1956, German researchers identified 
pheromones in moths — trace 
amounts of this isolated chemical 
would send male moths into a “flutter 
dance,” By 1980, the lab coats had 
\solated this same chemical in 
humans, and while it didn’t cause 
men to flutter their wings, they (and_ 
Savvy marketers) say it does send the 
opposite sex into a bit of a flap when 
you wear it. 

Wynnyk and Manolis claim that 
when men were exposed to pho- 
‘ographs doused in female sex 
pheromones, they found the women 
in the pics more attractive than men 
who saw unscented photos:

Except, with pheromones, you can't 
actually smell them. Well, some of us 
can and some of us can’t. (And they 
smell different to each person.) But 
whether or not we smell ‘em, 
pheromones apparently affect us 

| won't bore you with the details 
But basically, pheromones are detect- 
ed by a complex olfactory system that 
sends a signal to our brain, releasing 
hormones that affect our moods and 
feelings. You perceive it — somehow 
— and you react accordingly 

Obviously, buying a bottle of odour- 
less liquid for $100 is gonna seem 
iike a ripoff, so manufacturers add 
scent to it (Wynnyk adds Ylang 
Ylang). But be warned, say Wynnyk 
and Manolis — you need a concentra- 
tion of at least 5.0 mg of synthetic 
androstenone (the actual chemical) 
for full effect. Plenty of the stuff for 
sale in magazines or online has much 
lower concentrations. And make sure 
it’s an oil-based formula. Alcohol and 
pheromones don’t mix — alcohol 
evaporates the chemical.

Wynnyk and Manolis say our cul- 
ture's obsession with hairlessness 
and cleanliness means we’re washing 
those pheromones away. Think twice 
before you head off for your seven- 
teenth shower of the day in this heat 
Those sweaty pits could help get you 
laid. (1 guess that explains why 
Napoleon never wanted Josephine to 
bathe.)

Beauty is in the ear of the behearer 


JAZZ NOTES, 

BY QUENTIN WILEY 
TEETERSVILLE, NB — WHAT A 
week, music lovers! The just-con- 
cluded Teetersville Jazz Festival, 
luring dozens of aficionados from 
across southeast New Brunswick for 
its 33rd year, once again offered the 
quintessential Canadian jazz festival 
experience. Highlights included: 

@ The Count Ellington Orchestra. 
This big band brought together 
three elderly musicians who played 
with Count Basie, a half-dozen 
seniors whose parents played with

Duke Ellington, and other players 
who could probably pick the jazz 
giants out of a police lineup. The 
crowd ate it up, though Take The A 
Train — introduced as Taking My 
Train — had exceeded its typical 
duration by 15 minutes or so when 
the festival organizers ended the set 


by taking several confused octoge- 
narian performers’ hands and gen- 
tly leading them offstage. 

@ Morgan and Franco. This 
avant-garde duo offered two hours 
of entirely experimental music. For 
many artists this merely means 
abandoning key, tempo and struc- 
ture. But slender, long-haired 
Morgan devoted his two hours to 
learning a new instrument — the 
glockenspiel — on stage; by the end 
he was up to Mary Had a Little Lamb 
Meanwhile, slender, long-haired 
percussionist Franco explored the 
musical possibilities of his environ- 
ment, which ona barren stage pret- 
ty much just meant stamping 
around on the floor and shouting. 

They'll be remembered for an 
astounding encore, in which they 
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generated a eae beat by strap- 
ping microphones to their temples 
and then banging their heads 
together. Not to everyone’s taste, 
but work like this makes us recon- 
sider: What is jazz? What is music? 
What's on TV right now? 

@ Bob Newhart. Not strictly a 
musician, perhaps — but there isa 
distinctly rhythmic quality to his 
comic stammerings (“I — uh — 1 — 
y’see — I — uh — whoa boy”) and 
it went down well with the 
fiftysomething CBC Radio Two lis- 
teners that such festivals depend 
upon. Getting them to join me in 
dancing to Bob was, understand- 
ably, a struggle. 

Notice the variety of the perform- 
ers? It’s a tradition of many 
Canadian jazz fests that Teetersville

takes special pride in, though the 
festival’s wordy themes of past 
years — “The Many, Many Faces of 
Contemporary and Traditional 
Jazz” in 2000, “Bebop to hip-hop: 
Toward a Broader and Perhaps 
Useless Definition of Jazz” last year 
— were trimmed this time to “Who 
Exactly Can We Get to Play Here?” 

The cutbacks don’t stop there=iit” 
fact, there were dark rumours in 
recent months about the festival's 
survival after federal legislation 
deprived it of support from its 
perennial sponsor, tobacco industry 
giant Benson and Nabisco. (I still 
don’t know what those special pro- 
motional Shreddies last year were 
made of, but dammit, | need more!) 

The government itself came to the 
rescue with its own sponsorship 
deal, and as its new official name 
implies, the Teetersville 
Government of Canada Jazz 
Festival now has very solid backing 
True, there were some glitches. 
Those who bought their tickets via 
credit card were surprised to find 
out, upon signing, they’d joined the 
Liberal Party. A couple of forms 
must’ ve gotten stuck together. 

All of which is a roundabout way 
of explaining why the Saturday 
night headliner this year was 
Groupaction, a seven-piece combo 
of executives from the controversial 
Quebec ad firm. Lead alto sax Jean 
Brault showed a jazzman’s cool by 
leading the band in simply playing 
the national anthem twice, collect- 
ing their money on stage, and then 
walking off. It’s part of the genre to 
show disdain for the crowd, partic- 
ularly a crowd that called loudly for 
obscure songs like Shame! and 
Explain Yourself! a 

By next year Groupaction will 
either have more “chops” or be in 
jail. We'd better hope so, because 
they're slated toreturnto 
Teetersville. Al: e 
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
